Portland, Ore., Nov . 13.—The Mer­ 
chants’ National bank of this city is 
for the fiine being in the hands of the 
comptroller of the cu rrency . 
Its doors 
were not opened y esterday becau se of 
idle and u nfou nded persistent ru mors 
which resu lted in heav y withdrawals 
lately . 
Thou gh said to be strictly sol­ 
v ent, the bank was obliged to close 
temporarily , awraiting the adv ice of the 
comptroller of the cu rrency , to whom 
the bank has wired details of the sit­ 
u ation. 
With $5,212,052 on deposit at 
the close of bu siness Au g. 22 last when 
the comptroller called for a statement 
of the condition of all national banki, 
the bank’s liqu idation since that date 
has been ov er $2,300,000, of which 
amou nl $1.500,000 has been withdrawn 
since the holiday season began Oct. 
29 . 
This ru n means an av erage daily 
withdrawal of cash from the bank of 
more than $100,000. 
The Hanov er Na­ 
tional, 
the National Bank of Com­ 
merce and the Merchants National 
bank. New York correspondents of the 
Merchants National, offered to ex tend 
all necessary aid, bu t again the nation­ 
al banking act stood in the way . This 
left no other recou rse than to lay the 
situ ation before the comptroller of the 
cu rrency . 
The pu blic in a general 
w^ay heard ru mors that the hank w*as 
in a critical condition from almost the 
commencement of the holiday period 
Oct. 29 , bu t the first real intimation 
of an approaching crisis came Mon­ 
day , when the bank was u nable to pay 
its clearing hou se balances. 
The sit­ 
u ation was made the su bject of a spe­ 
cial session of the Clearing Hou se as­ 
sociation that night, and was again 
discu ssed y esterday morning. 
The re­ 
su lt was that the bank did not open.

But many men of moderate 
means are deterred from pampering 
their ambitions by the big ex pense en­ 
tailed. 
No salaries are paid, and, be­ 
sides supporting himself, an M. P. Is 
called upon to meet heav y drains upon 
his pocketbook during his entire term. 
At the most moderate estimate the 
ex i>enses of a campaign are $5,000. 
Once elected, the member must “ nurse” ' 
his constituents. 
Clubs and charities 
are the greatest beneficiaries of this 
nursing, but many indiv iduals come in 
for assistance also. 
Not less than $.'V 
000 a y ear is required for this item, 
which for a term of five y ears repre­ 
sents an outlay of $1 5,000, 
All told. then, a prospectiv e mens her 
faces an outlay of $20,000 in addition 
to his liv ing ex penses, which in Lon­ 
don arc far from moderate when he 
maintains himself in keeping with the 
dignity of his position. 
Many of the commoners of course 
spend far more than the abov e amount. 
And, in addition to the cash outlay , 
gome of them find their liv es embitter­ 
ed by the worries and ex actions of 
their positions.

The promise of the powder company 
to rebuild the wrecked homes at once 
held many people in Fontanet 
for some 
time, but up to the present time few* 
houses have been constructed, and 
they are so poor and frail that many 
of the sufferers refused to live in them. 
The consequence is that the town is 
now almost deserted. 
Many of the old 
residents of the place have moved 
away permanently , and others wiil 
leave as soon as they can. 
May or Shattuck lias turned over to 
a committee in this city the funds sub­ 
scribed here for the benefit of the suf­ 
ferers at Fontanet.

The plant will be sold to the highest 
bidder, the buy er to operate the plant

franchise. 
The 
electric light w*orks has been the bane 
of local politicians for y ears. The city 
bought the plant several y ears ago 
at a cost of more than $8 0,000, and has 
b^en operating It at a loss since. The 
light, trustees have on hand at present 
$13.13, with outstanding debts am ount­ 
ing to more than $1,361. 
Besides the 
purchase price, it has been necessary 
for the city council to advance large 
sums of money to pay current ex­ 
penses. 
Propositions to remodel the 
plant were made by various promot­ 
ers, but none was accepted.

ALK ten miles every day and 
live a hundred years! At the 
end of the hundred years lx 
able to beat the walking rec 
o rd you made at the age of twenty- 
iive, which was a wo rld beater itself! 
And be healthy, hap p y and hearty all 
these hundred years of yo ur life! 
Such is the p reachment of Edward 
Payso n Westo n—“Westo n, the walk­ 
ist”—who is now so mewhere between 
Po rtland, Me., and Chicago, trudging 
over the same distance and ro ute that 
he walked1 just fo rty years ago. Mr. 
Westo n is not walking 1,235 miles in 
thirty days, less Sundays, just fo r a 
freak. 
He is not doing It for his 
health either. 
He is fo o ting it from 
Po rtland to Chicago to p ro ve his theo ­ 
ry of health and longevity. He p ro ­ 
p oses to sho w fo rth to this canting and 
critical world, this do ubting and dys­ 
p ep tic race, this p amp ered and p uerile 
civilization, that drugs and dumbbells 
are abo minatio ns unto the Lo rd; that 
feet should take the p lace of p hysic 
and legs should eliminate athletics» 
In o ther words, Mr. Westo n believes 
that if folks w^uld walk a few miles 
every day, anywhere fro m five to 
twenty, they would keep in good health 
and hang on to life, liberty and the 
p ursuit of hap p iness like the old one 
hoss shay, which ran a hundred years 
to a day, or wo rds to that effect. 


Practices 
What 
He 
Preaches. 
Ano ther thing Mr. Westo n believes— 
we do not require alcoholic and nico­ 
tine stimulants to keep up o ur strength. 
On the co ntrary, tlie^e things sap 


half a dozen blocas. Walking is do dg­ 
ed by most of us as if it were a calam­ 
ity. According to Westo n, it is a bless­ 
ing. 
This man set o ut in his yo uth 
with the assump tio n that walking is 
a mighty good thing for the human 
race, and he has demoted his life, co n­ 
sistently and candidly, to the self im­ 
p osed task of substantiating bis the­ 
ory*. As a result he will leave to man­ 
kind when he finally dies a series of 
“reco rds” witho ut p arallel in p edes­ 
trian ism. 
When Westo n was a yo uth of twen­ 
ty-five he conceived the notion that it 
was p ossible fo r a human being to 
walk a hundred miles in twenty-fo ur 
ho urs witho ut p hysical injury. 
Fo rth­ 
with he walked from Philadelp hia to 
New York, ninety-six miles from city 
hall to city hall, in 23 ho urs and 
49 minutes. 
That was away back 
in 
18G3, when many tho usands of 
men were do ing a great deal of walk­ 
ing in the so uth and also do ing a great 
deal o f kicking because the walking 
made them weary, not to sp eak of foo t­ 
sore. 
An army of men with Westo n’s 
walking p o wers could have marched 
fast eno ugh to o utmaneuver any en­ 
emy of o rdinary marching ability. But 
there was only one Weston. 
In tho se days Westo n was a p edes­ 
trian 
by p rofessio n. 
Pedestrianism 
was so mething of a “calling,” like 
p rize fighting, wrestling and kindred 
endurance sp o rts. 
Fo r abo ut twenty- 
five years p ro fessio nal walkers flour­ 
ished in America and more so in Eng­ 
land, where the six day go-as-you- 
p lease walking match became so me­ 
thing of an institutio n. 
But in time 
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“And when Pm a hundred years 
old.” he said, “Pm go ing to walk from 
Philadelp hia to New Y*ork and break 
my record again.” 


Pace Too Much For a Horse. 
On his second walk between the two 
cities the old man—old in years o nly— 
was followed by two p hysicians in a 
buggy, not because he needed medical 
attentio n at any time, but because Sci­ 
ence. with a big S. watited to o bserve 
and p reserve the effect of a walk of 
a hundred miles in a day up on a man 
nearly seventy. The horse that started 
from Philadelp hia co uldn’t stand the 
p ace. 
It was dead beat after a little 
more than half the distance, and a 
second animal almo st fell by the way­ 
side on the second relay. 
In 189 3, when Westo n was fifty-five, 
he walked from New Y’ork to Albany, 
150 miles, in nearly twelve ho urs less 
than the three days he had given him­ 
self fo r the leisurely tro t alo ng muddy 
and icy ro ads of late December. That 
was just a p ractice trot. 
Three years later the veteran walk­ 
ist made the tramp from New York to 
San Francisco and back again, aver­ 
aging thirty-six miles a day. 
Some o f Westo n's mo st asto unding 
vvalkfests took p lace in England, where 
walking is said to be more p o p ular 
than in America. 
In 1884, under the 
ausp ices of the Church of England 
Temp erance society, he covered 5,000 
miles in 100 days. 
He walked fifty 
miles every 
secular day 
excep ting 
Christmas, making up the necessary 
miles during Christmas week. 
During 
this feat he made 3.000 miles with a 
severely blistered heel, which would 
have p ut any less gritty man o ut of 
commission, but Weston simp ly “walk­ 
ed off the blister.” for it healed of it­ 
self and gave him 
no further tro uble 
for the rest of the jo urney. 
His fo ur 
tho usand nine hundred and ninety- 
ninth mile was made in 9 minutes and 
17 seconds, the quickest mile of the 
5 ,0 0 0 by more than a minute. 
A medical man who rode alo ng with 
the walker all the way declared that 
a't the end, as at all times during the 
walk, save fo r the blistered heel, the 
p edestrian was in fine p hysical and 
mental 
condition 
and 
would 
have 
p assed an examinatio n for life insur­ 
ance at the end of the five hundredth 
mile. This wo nderful p erfo rmance was 
attributed to the walker’s total absti­ 
nence from alcoholic stimulants and 
his p erfectly natural mode of life, for 
all of which the Church of England 
Temp erance society is still shaking 
hands with itself. 
Several times in England Mr. Wes­ 
ton walked 400 miles in five days. 
Once he made 2,000 miles in 1.000 co n­ 
secutive hours. That’s only two miles 
an hour, of course, but you try it 
yo urself fo r a tho usand ho urs before 
you laugh. The familiar feat of trying 
to eat a quail on to ast every day for a 
mo nth looks p ale and sickly beside 
that.

He is him­ 
self a shining examp le of his theories, 
which are much mo re than theo ries in 
bis case, he having p ut them to the 
severest of tests thro ugh fifty years of 
p ractice. 
Mr. Weston, then, is no crank. 
He 
enjo ys walking mo derately — half a 
hundred miles a day fo r him—but he 
does no t p articularly enjo y walking a 
hundred miles a day, as he has do ne 
¡several times. 
He has made his hun­ 
dred miles fro m time to time just to 
/p ro ve to the world what p lenty of leg 
f 


xercise and temp erate living can do 
or a man, and he does these terrific 
(p edestrian stunts as a matter o f duty, 
p 'hus by his system o f natural p hys­ 
ical culture he teaches mo rality and 
temp erance. 
Now, in his seventieth year, Mr. 
Westo n has set o ut to dup licate and 
even o utdo Ids walking p erfo rmance 
of fo rty years ago, when he was a 
yo ungster o f thirty. 
He walked from 
Po rtland to Chicago in 1807, making 
the distance hi 25 days and*23 hours. 
He started from Po rtland at 5 p . in. 
Oct. 29 , I8C7. 
At the same ho ur of 
the co rresp o nding day this year he set 
o ut to make the trip again, declaring 
that he would beat bis 1807 reco rd by 
a day. 
Now, what do you think of 
that! 
Well. Westo n is a wo nder. The av­ 
erag e man balks at walking a mile. 
Whether co untry o r city, it matters 
ino t The farmer will hitch up his bug -1 
*gy to drive to Neighbo r Jo nes’, half a | 
mile do wn the road. The city man will 
' bo ard a tro lley car to avo id walking J 


the p ublic grew weary of walking 
matches, so that at p resent a six day 
grind would no t be p atro nized as in 
the 
p almy 
days 
of 
p edestrianism. 
What became of the p ro fessio nal p e­ 
destrians? 
Oh, they got real jo bs 
so mewhere, fo rgo t how to walk, died 
or did so mething of that sort! 


A Medicine For Hum an Ills. 
But Edward Payso n Weston, who 
took p art in many of these long dis­ 
tance walking matches and won them, 
has stuck to walking right up to the 
p resent day as the serio us business of 
his life. 
A year ago last May, just 
to p ro ve that he was no t an old man 
in sp ite of his sixty-eight years and 
his gray hairs, he started from the 
Philadelp hia city hall and walked to 
New Y’ork in twenty-three minutes 
less than his reco rd made in 18G3. He 
did not do this for fun—not at all. 
He did it for love—the love of his 
p hilosop hy of life, which makes walk­ 
ing exercise a medicine fo r all human 
ills, to be taken if p ossible for p re­ 
vention, tho ugh also guaranteed to 
cure mo st ills. 
The Philadelp hia city 
hall of to day being fo ur miles farther 
fro m the end of the ro ute in New Y’ork 
than was the city hall in 1SG3, the 
Westo n of sixtv-eight years, therefo re, 
made 100 miles in 23 ho urs 20 min­ 
utes, beating the p erfo rmance of the 
Weston of twenty-five years ago not 
only in minutes, but in miles. 
And after finishing his hundred miles 
in less than a day this walking wo n­ 
der held a recep tion at the Fifth Ave­ 
nue hotel, made Chesterfieldian re­ 
marks to go rgeo usly go wned ladies 
to 
whom he was p resented and cracked 
jo kes with the boys. 
Ob, well, it was Weston! 


A Cherished Trophy. 
One of the tro p hies most highly 
p rized by Mr. Westo n is the belt o f­ 
fered by Sir Jo nn Astley, which the 
American walker won in 1879 by win­ 
ning a six day match. 
He made 550 
miles in 141 ho urs 5G minutes of heel 
and toe exercise. Blo wer Brown, the 
great British champ io n, whom he beat 
easily, ceased to blow’ fro m that date. 
Westo n’s fastest miles were made in 
that match. 
lie walked the five hun­ 
dredth mile in 7 minutes 51 seconds, 
cutting a second off on the next mile. 
The reco rds of 9G and 100 miles on 
the 
Philadelp hia-New 
York 
tramp s 
so und p retty big, but they are by no 
means Westo n’s best p erfo rmances for 
one day. lie has made 115 miles a day 
in a match and 127 miles in p ractice. 
And yet tins is a man we are talking 
about, not a steam engine nor p ri air­ 
ship . 
More wo nders of the Weston wa I lia­ 
bility might be told here. 
But what’s 
the use? 
Out o f resp ect to Mr. Wes­ 
to n’s years let us desist. 
Have we 
not p roved already that the seven 
leagued boots which used to belong to 
a fairy tale are in reality the p ro p er­ 
ty of Edward Payso n Westo n? 
But a word as to Mr Westo n’s walk­ 
ing theo ries from his own mo uth is 
not o ut of p lace. 
“Walk o ut of yo ur tro ubles.” he 
says, “or walk yo ur tro ubles o ut of 
you. There is no malady of mind or 
body that you can’t walk away from. 
Not one p erson in ten has exercise 
enough. 
Inactio n gives due the blues 
and a p oor, weak sto mach. 
The two 
to gether make bad nerves, bad tem­ 
p ers and bad characters. 
Walking 
will cure*all o f these. 
You do n’t get 
co nsump tio n or influenza or 
pneumo ­ 
nia or any of the ep idemics that are 
flying aro und if you do ten miles a 
day and every day o r as near that dis­ 
tance as you can find time for. 
It’s 
a wise thing to make time fo r it. 
“My ability at sixty-eight to beat 
my record at twenty-five didn’t just 
hap p en. 
I was fit o r I wo uldn’t have 
tried it. 
I am w’ell and stro ng in 
sp ite of my being far beyond the age 
when Dr. Osier would chlo ro fo rm us 
all. 
“Peop le who drink and smo ke are 
bad subjects for the doctors. 
Medi­ 
cine has little effect up on them. Walk, 
never drinl^ a social glass, never treat 
o r l*e treated, eat regularly and rnod- 
erately—I get alo ng on two light meals 
a day—sleep six to eight ho urs regu­ 
larly and do n’t smoke. 
Then yo u’li 
live long, be healthy and hap p y. 
“Don’t try to walk too fast. 
Find a 
natural, easy gait and keep it going. 
Carry a stick. 
It’s a help In more 
ways than one. 
Swing it as you go. 
Up comes yo ur chin, and yo ur lungs 
fill. 
Heel and toe Is the gait—not 
heavy on the heel and all the sp ring 
on the toes that you can get o ut of 
them. 
Get used to it, and you can 
make fo ur o r five miles an ho ur right 
along, up hill and down, fo r fo ur or 
five ho urs witho ut a sto p .” 
Now, gentle reader, 
get 
up 
and 
walk! Westonize! 


Writing fro m Marin county, C’al., a 
co rresp o ndent says in Ho ard’s Dairy­ 
man: One sees great quantities of o at 
hay in this p art of the co unty and 
little alfalfa. 
In co nversatio n with a 
valley farmer living a co nsiderable-dis­ 
tance from the co ast he stated that In 
his locality the soil does no t seem to 
be adap ted fo r it, as it failed to thrive. 
During the long wet season from No­ 
vember to May w’ater stands on the 
bo tto m lands much of the time, and 
the alfalfa is killed o ut; o therwise it 
might do well. 
But the o at hay seems w*ell adap ted 
fo r the p urp ose of p ro vender, ariH 1; 
p ro ves an exceedingly good crop . It is 
cut w*ith an o rdinary mo wing machine 
when in the so ft do ugh stage and is 
cured the same as hay. 
To an east­ 
erner it looks like straw, and the man 
•who, up on being asked to help himself 
to hay for his horse, rep lied biter that 
he co uldn’t find any hay, but fed the 
animal some straw, might easily have 
been p ardo ned for the mistake. 
Some Idea of the money value of the 
crop may be gained w’hen a man can 
grow, as one rancher here has do ne the 
p resent year, $3 ,0 0 0 wo rth of it from 
a 100 acre farm. 
Prices are high this 
year, ranging from $17 to 
$2 0 p er ton, 
and the yield Is good. 
Butter is high 
also, selling for 35 cents p er p ound 
brick at the p resent time. 
But it is 
good quality. 


The Go o d Guernsey . 
A man may well think three or fo ur 
times befo re he p ays a large p rice for 
a p edigreed animal. 
When the p edi­ 
gree is true and the animal traces 
back to noted ancesto rs a cattle o wner 
canno t do better than intro duce p ure 
blood into his herd. 
There are p lenty’ 
of ho no rable men in the business who

wo uld no more think of substituting 
an inferio r animal for a good one than 
they would of co mmitting forgery. 
Here is a p icture of a good Guernsey 
bull. 
He is an imp o rted animal and 
when p ho to grap hed was tw’o years old. 
lie is w’ell marked and colored, a fine 
sp ecimen of the breed, says Rural New 
Yorker. 
The Guernseys are very p o p ular with 
tho se who know them. 
They have 
never been imp orted as largely as the 
Jerseys, and their o wners have no t at­ 
temp ted to boom them by sp ectacular 
methods. 
The island of Guernsey is 
smaller than that of Jersey, with fewer 
cattle on it. The Guernsey Is a larger 
framed cow than the Jersey, with a 
quieter disp osition and averaging even 
better as a 
butter p roducer. 
The 
Guernseys have remarkable p o wer to 
give high color to milk and butter fat. 
In many Holstein herds who re milk D 
sold a few’ Guernseys are kep t to give 
a good color to the p roduct. 
As the 
Guernseys are o ften sp otted it is easier 
to identify sp ecimens by their mark­ 
ings, and the Guernsey Cattle club is 
very careful o f its records. 


Dogs on Dairy Farms. 
An Indiana dairyman has discovered 
that it does not p ay’ to send the dog 
after the co ws o r even to allow one 
aro up d the lots in which the dairy herd 
is quartered for the night, says Farm­ 
ers Advocate. 
In a p erso nal letter he 
has the fo llo wing to say: 
“I am convinced that a dog on the 
dairy farm is the cause of more loss 
than any o ther agent. 
I have been ex­ 
p erimenting fo r o ver a year and believe 
that I know what I am talking about. 
A test made recently sho ws abo ut the 
same as the average o f the o thers 
made before. 
The do g was sent after 
a cow whieb was grazing abo ut eighty 
rods from the Jhouse. The animal came 
with the usual haste and was milked 
at Qiu.-e. 
The milk was tested, and it 
sho wed a butter fat co ntent o f 2 .S p er 
cent. The fo llo wing mo rning the milk 
was again tested, when it sho wed a 
bntter fat co ntent of 4.1 p er cent. Three 
days later the cow was driven up by’ 
the hired man and the milk tested at 
fl.3 p er cent. The follo wing mo rning it 
tested G.5 p er cent. 
I have made this 
dxp eriment so many times with the 
same results that I ain led to conclude 
that it is reliable. 
The difference 
amo unts to nearly a p ound o f butter 
in the cow giving twtmty-two p ounds 
o f milk p er day.” 


Can Raise Good Ones. 
I recently sold a bull calf, born In 
Ap ril, T90G, that weighed 1,023 p ounds, 
writes a dairyman in Kimball’s Dairy 
Farmer. 
I have o ne left a little over 
nine mo nths old 
that 
weighs 815 
p o unds. 
I mentio n these figures in 
o rder that you may judge whether 
1 
am able to raise ealves or not. 
Po s­ 
sibly I shall have to study up more 
on this subject. 
These calves never 
sucked their dams a day, and when 
less than thirty day s old they were get­ 
ting all skim milk. 
At an early age 
they go t acquainted with o ats weigh­ 
ing thirty-six p o unds to the bushel, and 
they have stayed by these ever since. 
I think this co mbinatio n makes 
a p ret­ 
ty good calf feed after all.
